Putting the bond issue on the 
ballot got unanimous approval 
of the council. In order to re­ 
duce interest costs bonds would 
be sold as the money is needed, 
according to Councilman Willys 
Blount.

Land will be "acquired and 
cleared at the west end of the 
runways with much of the 
money from the bond issue. 
Fifty-four per cent of the cost

in the master plan will be paid 
by the Federal Aviation 
Agency.

Councilmen also voted to sub­ 
mit a request this month to the 
Federal Aviation Agency for 
$19,000 which would pay for 
fencing the facility.

A show cause hearing has 
been set for tomorrow morn­ 
ing to determine if the tem­ 
porary order should be kept in 
force until arguments on the 
matter can be heard the fol­ 
lowing Friday morning.
